Theremay not have been 
a definitive song of summer in 
2014, but one thing is certain: 
Ladiesreigned supreme.

WHEN Taylor Swift’s latest single, “Shake It Off,’ debuted 
at No. 1 on the Billboard Hot 100 on Aug. 27 after selling an 
astonishing 544,000 downloads in one week, it was a fitting 
exclamation point on a singularly lady-centric summer music 
season. The domination of female artists is especially impres- 
sive considering that it’s almost a complete 180 from last year, 
when Robin Thicke, Daft Punk, Justin Timberlake, Florida 
Georgia Line, Bruno Mars, and Macklemore & Ryan Lewis 
monopolized the landscape, often with songs in which women 
figured only as objects of affection or seduction. 

This year 24-year-old Iggy Azalea led the way in February 
when she released “Fancy”—a song that went on to become 
as close to a definitive summer jam as we had. Between 
Charli XCX’s singsongy hook, Azalea’s rapid-fire rap, and a 
video that winkingly paid tribute to Clueless, the track hit 
a sweet spot with Hot 100 fans and provided a launching pad 
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for Charli, whose “Boom Clap” subse- 
quently followed “Fancy” onto the top 10. 

Azalea is also a featured player on the 
season’s other inescapable hit, Ariana 
Grande’s saxtacular “Problem,” and at 
one point in August both artists had 
three songs in the top 10—

sure it was terrible,” she told EW in 
March. “But he seemed impressed.”) 

Katy Perry, who co-penned Azalea’s 
most recent hit, “Black Widow,” sold out 
multiple dates on her Prismatic World 
Tour, which began in May, while Beyoncé 
capped her On the Run stadium dates 
alongside husband Jay Z with a trium- 
phant 16-minute performance at MTV’s 
VMAs on Aug. 24. (She was also honored 
with the network’s Video Vanguard 
Award, a prize that went to Timberlake 
in 2013.) Female acts as disparate as 
Miley Cyrus and Cher racked up huge box 
office numbers for their tours as well. 

But it isn’t just the sales figures that 
are notable—it’s the content of the songs. 
Nearly every one delivers an empower- 
ing message, whether it’s the dismissal of 
haters in Swift’s “Shake It Off” Meghan 
Trainor’s curve-celebrating “All About 
That Bass,” or Paramore’s self-sufficiency 
anthem “Ain’t It Fun.” 

“Everybody has trouble with confi- 
dence these days,” Grande told EW in 
June. “All these young girls hate them- 
selves, and these women have these 
horrible relationships with men. And 
men too! We all go through it.” She 
believes that helps explain the appeal of 
“Problem,” whose refrain “I got one less 
problem without ya” poured from count- 
less boom boxes and car windows this 
summer. “T feel like it’s such an IDGAF 
song that makes everybody feel great.” 

Trainor’s “All About That Bass” also 
found success in casting off metaphori- 


“Anaconda” had its own 
feminist angle, reworking Sir Mix-A- 
Lot’s “Baby Got Back” from a woman’s 
point of view. (Okay, so maybe that last 
one’s a stretch.) 

The movement wasn’t limited to pop 
music, either; Nashville teens Maddie & 
Tae took on bro country by skewering 
stereotypes—all those long-legged, 
golden-skinned beauties hanging off the 


backs of trucks in videos—with their 
breakout single, “Girl in a Country Song,” 
which became a top 20 hit on the country 
charts. “Tae and I were like, ‘I don’t think 
we can live up to those expectations, ” 
Maddie told EW last month. “We thought 
it would be fun to give this girl in these 
songs a voice.” One of the highlights of 
their “Country Girl” clip, which has more 
than 5 million YouTube views, is the 
shots of men cavorting in cutoffs, a dude- 
as-decorative-object trend that carried 
across the board. (See: Drake in Minaj’s 
“Anaconda” video, Big Sean on Grande’s 
“Problem”, and Jay Z in all of Beyoncé’s 
public appearances.) 

Swift’s chart-topping “Shake It Off” is 
only the first single from her October 
album, 1989; Charli XCX describes her 
upcoming release, Sucker, as “very femi- 
nine and very raw”; and Maddie & Tae, 
Jessie J, and Minaj all have records slated 
for later this year. It may be just past 
Labor Day, but it looks like our love affair 
with female hitmakers could be some- 
thing much more than a summer fling.

Welcome to the

Move over, Halo. Bungie and Activision Blizzard are banking on 
blockbuster sales for the new first-person shooter. BY JOSHUA RIVERA 


Hype is sky-high for Destiny (out Sept. 9), 
the first entirely new franchise from 
game developer Bungie after 13 years of 
its chart-topping Halo games. Publisher 
Activision Blizzard will spend $500 mil- 
lion to make and market the game: 
They don’t just want it to be as big as 
Halo—they need it to be. Lucky for 
them, industry estimates suggest that 
Destiny, in which players must battle 
aliens to preserve the human race, 
could generate $600-900 million in 
sales this year. What makes it so 
special? In a genre that often takes a 
cynical approach to its subject matter 
by exploiting real-life strife (e.g., drone 


warfare or terrorist attacks) as fodder 
for digital carnage, rare is the first- 
person shooter that concerns itself with 
making players feel anything other 
than homicidal. But Destiny is aiming 
for something else entirely. “We wanted 
to create an inviting universe, one that’s 
filled with hope,” says Pete Parsons, 
COO of Bungie. And they did: The 
game’s science fiction harks back to the 
space race, with players urged to rise 
up and explore a beautiful universe in 
the aftermath of a crushing apocalypse. 
It’s such a satisfying creation, it’s 
almost a shame you'll spend most of the 
game shooting things. 


CYBER- 
BULLIES 
REACH A 
NEW LOW 


More women are playing videogames 
than ever before. In fact, a recent study 
from the Entertainment Software 
Association found that they now 
make up 48 percent of American 
gamers. But the games themselves 
are not necessarily welcoming to 
women-—and there are plenty of 
online trolls ready to attack anyone 
who says as much. Just ask critic and 
scholar Anita Sarkeesian, whose 
videos on her site, Feminist Frequency, 
focus on the problematic portrayals of 
women in games. The response to her 
latest installment—posted on Aug. 25 
and discussing the use of “women as 
background decoration” in titles such 
as Mafia II and the Hitman franchise 
(below)—was so intense (including 
multiple death threats), she fled her 
home. “A lot of games still have these 
harmful representations,” Sarkeesian 
tells EW. “In order to help the industry 
grow, we need to be actively critical of 
this. Developers [need] to recognize 
that it’s not okay.” Sarkeesian did find 
some vocal supporters, including Joss 
Whedon, who waded into the Twitter 
fray to say Feminist Frequency “is just 
truth telling. Deal.” In the end, Whedon 
tells EW, the discussion of sexism is 
anecessary part of the $21 billion 
industry's growing pains. “Look at the 
beginnings of rap and horror movies, 
where terrible things were happening 
or being said [about women],” he 
says. “Ultimately they became

that Veronica (Kristen Bell) has given up 
detective work (again) and Dick has to 
take up the mantle. In Hansen’s mind, he’s 
going to be a suave sleuth 4 la Magnum, 
PI. or Starsky & Hutch. But The CW will 
only fund a pilot if Hansen gets the entire 
cast to return, including Bell and Jason 
Dohring (who played Logan Echolls), 
leading to more than a few false promises 
(like telling Dohring that it’s a buddy 
show). “The set was like the happiest 
place on earth,” says Thomas. “Frankly, 
for all the actors, getting to swear as their 
Veronica Mars characters was a highlight 
too.” —LINDSEY BAHR

Battle of the Jungle 
Book Films 


Does the world need a Jungle Book 
remake? Maybe. Does it need two? The 
Rudyard Kipling morality tale about the 
man-cub Mowgli is at the center of a 
Hollywood scrum as Walt Disney Pictures 
readies Jon Favreau’s live-action/CG adap- 
tation of the 1967 cartoon for October 
2015, while Warner Bros. races forward 
with its own take, to be directed by Gollum 
himself, Andy Serkis, for the following year. 
Favreau (/ron Man) began shooting last 

month with Scarlett Johansson, 

Idris Elba, and Lupita Nyong’o 
S invoice-only roles. Last year, he told 
EW that he wants the film to be “a 


combination of Kipling and Disney” that 
“feels engaging to an older audience 

but that | would be comfortable bringing 
my kid to.” (This will be Disney’s third 
cinematic version of the classic, including 
the forgettable 1994 live-action version 
starring Cary Elwes.) 

Serkis—famous for his expressive 
motion-capture work in the Lord of the 
Rings, Hobbit, and Planet of the Apes 
franchises—is pursuing a more sinister 
tone for his directorial debut, Jungle 
Book: Origins, which features his Hobbit 
costars Benedict Cumberbatch and Cate 
Blanchett in key voice roles. The film, 
slated for October 2016, will combine 


live action, animation, and motion capture. 


Serkis seems unfazed by the competition. 
“This is very much a return to the original 
subject matter,” he says. “It’s a lot darker 
[than Disney’s].” 
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Studio showdowns are nothing new 
(see sidebar), and this isn’t the first time 
Warner and Disney have played a game of 
chicken with hundreds of millions of dollars 
at stake. Their superhero divisions, DC and 
Marvel, are battling over release dates 
for the next five summers, and that war 
seems to be expanding to other genres. As 
if Jungle Book weren't enough, the studios 
are both gunning to get a live-action Beauty 
and the Beast to the starting line. Disney 
has a director (Dreamgirls’ Bill Condon), 
ascript, and rights to the music from the 
1991 animated film. Warner has Emma 
Watson and a script from Guillermo 
del Toro, but no director: del Toro was 
going to do it, but then dropped out. 
Neither side appears willing to back down, 
so as long as well-known tentpoles are the 
top priority in Hollywood, prepare to keep 
seeing double. —NICOLE SPERLING

But when Downton Abbey enthusiasts encountered Dan Stevens after 
watching the PBS drama’s season finale last year, they were as perturbed 
as Maggie Smith’s Dowager Countess in a Parisian whorehouse. “There 
were a lot of very upset people demanding apologies,” he says. 

After three years as the show’s romantic lead, the dashing English 
country-estate heir Matthew Crawley, the British actor had decided to 
bite the silver spoon that fed him and leave the series for good with vague, 
undefined plans to pursue film roles. So in February 2018, 12.9 million 
American viewers watched in horror as Matthew died in an unexpected, 
unforeshadowed, and frankly WTF car crash, just after holding his and 
Lady Mary’s newborn child for the first time. “Doing a long-running TV 
thing was amazing on all sorts of levels,” says Stevens, 31, seated at a 
restaurant near his newish home in Brooklyn. “But at the moment, it’s 
about seeing how I can keep myself challenged and entertained.” 

The actor appears in three films this fall, playing characters far 
removed from Downton’s buttoned-up lawyer-turned-aristocrat. In the 
twisty action film The Guest (out Sept. 17), he’s a ripped war veteran from 
Kentucky who inveigles his way into the bosom of a grief-stricken family. 
In the thriller A Walk Among the Tombstones (out Sept. 19), he’s a 
whippet-thin New York drug trafficker who recruits Liam Neeson’s 
private eye to track down the men who abducted and murdered his 
wife. And in the comedy threequel Night at the Museum: Secret of the 
Tomb (out Dec. 19), he sports 50 pounds of armor, long hair, and a beard 
as the mythical knight Sir Lancelot. 

This evening, Stevens claims to be exhausted. The actor drove down 
from upstate New York after wrapping, at dawn, an indie drama called 
The Ticket, in which he stars as a blind man who regains his sight. “If I 
start rambling off, slap me awake again,” he says. Luckily, a physical 
assault on what Night at the Museum director Shawn Levy calls the actor’s 
“stupidly good-looking” features never becomes necessary. 


THE CAREER PATHS of actors who ditch the shows that made them 
famous vary, as the briefest inspection of George Clooney’s and David 
Caruso’s IMDb pages will testify. And at first glance, Stevens seemed an 
orchid unlikely to thrive outside the period-drama greenhouse. He grew 
up in Wales and southeastern England, the son of two teachers who 
adopted him at birth, and studied English literature at Cambridge 
University. In college, he and Rebecca Hall (who would go on to star in 
The Town and Iron Man 8) trod the boards in Macbeth. He wowed his 
costar’s father, famed director Peter Hall, who soon cast him in a touring

production of As You Like It— 
typecasting Stevens as a thespian 
of the Bard-and-Brideshead ilk. 

In person, he doesn’t do much 
to undercut that impression. He’s 
the model of a polite, restrained 
Englishman who describes his 
guest spot on Test Match Special, 
the BBC’s cricket commentary 
radio show, as one of the highlights 
of his life. But beneath that reserve 
lies a different sort of dude. He’s a 
huge fan of John Carpenter’s cult 
classic Big Trouble in Little China 
and the hard-edged satirist Chris 
Morris. At Cambridge, he spent 
less time on serious plays than on 
“weird student comedy” with the 
Footlights, a legendary troupe 
whose alumni include Hugh 
Laurie, exactly half of Monty 
Python, and Downton creator 
Julian Fellowes. And then there’s 
his fondness for violence. “I saw 
Kill Bill three times the day it 
opened,” he says. “I literally ran 
out of the cinema, grabbed some 
mates, and went back in.” 

For a guy like that, Downton 
proved to be a gilded cage, so he 
split when his three-year contract 
expired, even though he didn’t

have any job offers at the time. “It wasn’t a ‘slam the door’ thing,” he says. 
“Tt was ‘Three years is up. Would you like to continue?’” He sought 
advice from pals and, most decisively, his wife, Susie, a singer who’s now 
full-time mother to their two children, Willow, 4, and Aubrey, 2. “I 
couldn’t have done it without her,” he says. “I couldn’t have said, 
‘I know you're pregnant with our second child, but I’d like to leave this 
steady job and do something else.’ She was really up for the adventure.” 
In fact, he says, “anybody who wasn’t involved with Downton was very 
supportive of the decision.” 

One person less supportive? Julian Fellowes. Last winter, he told EW 
that Stevens’ exit and his refusal to return for one more episode at the 
start of season 4 led to Matthew’s sudden demise. “We had no option,” 
said the Downton chief. “What else do people suggest? That we put [him] 
on a rocket to the moon?” Stevens says that Fellowes, as a former actor 
himself, understood—but only to a point. “There was a part of him that 
championed the decision,” he says. “But the Downton part couldn't.” 

While Stevens was eager to shake his Downton persona, Hollywood 
took longer to come around. Scott Frank, writer-director of A Walk 
Among the Tombstones, admits he was reluctant to audition him for the 
drug-dealer role. “I said, ‘I don’t think he looks right. I don’t think we'll 
believe him,” he says. But Stevens proved him wrong, impressing even 
Neeson. “I have seen maybe three episodes of Downton Abbey, but I 
did remember Dan,” says the Taken star. “I was very surprised by his 
physical look. He lost something like 23, 24 pounds.” 

Stevens doubled down on that transformation for The Guest, engaging 
in an ab-building regimen of “circuit training, weights, martial arts—a lot 


of blood, sweat, and a few tears.” 
He has since pared back his 
fitness routine, but is still much 
less “doughy”—to use his word— 
than he sometimes looked on 
Downton. He credits the more 
disciplined lifestyle he’s adopted 
since moving to the States, one in 
which British ale has no place: 
“Much as I love it, English beer is 
like drinking a pint of bread.” 
Though he doesn’t rule out 
a move to L.A. at some point, 
Stevens adores living in Brooklyn. 
The borough has resonance for 
the literature-loving star, who 
somehow found the time to judge 
for the prestigious Man Booker 
Prize in 2012 and still serves as 
editor at large of The Junket, an 
online magazine showcasing 
essays and short stories. “This 
neighborhood always fascinated 
me,” he says. “Whitman and Hart 
Crane. Truman Capote. Norman 
Mailer lived down the street, 
Arthur Miller too. A lot of inter- 
esting cats flocked to this place.” 


STEVENS HAS two more films in 
the can: the kidnapping thriller 
Criminal Activities with John Tra- 
volta, and Thomas McCarthy’s 
comedy The Cobbler, starring 
Adam Sandler as a man who can 
inhabit the lives of the people 
whose shoes he mends. “I’m 
essentially required to play Adam 
Sandler,” says Stevens. “Like, if 
Adam Sandler were in my body, 
how would he behave? It struck 
me as a very interesting exercise, 
apart from anything else.” 

And he sees signs that even 
die-hard Downton fans may at last 
be softening toward him. “What’s 
refreshing is that people who have 
seen The Guest have gone, ‘Okay, 
we're beginning to understand,” 
he says. “People say, ‘I hated you 
when you left, I wanted to kill you. 
Now I love you all over again.” m

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HEY ARE TWO OF THE MOST FAMOUS 
creators in the universe. Their work is quoted almost as 
often as Scripture. They have turned their pens into ATMs, 
making them richer than the creator of the universe. They 
have given rise to—and remain the symbolic deities of—two 
sides of a great pop culture debate that is being fervidly 
argued out on some message board as you read this. But 
on this toasty summer afternoon in L.A, dressed in white 
shirts, jeans, and sneakers, these two men—Matt Groening, 
the 60-year-old creator/exec producer of The Simpsons (and 
Futurama), and Seth MacFarlane, the 40-year-old creator/ 
exec producer/vocal star of Family Guy (and American 
Dad)—are just two dudes in a room, talking ‘toons. 

Kicking back in Groening’s Simpsons office on the Fox 
lot, the pair shoot the breeze about all things animation; 
the rivalrous relationship between their big shows, both 
built around a slothful, sophomoric patriarch; and that ultra- 
anticipated hour-long Family Guy season premiere that 
will combine the franchises in a true display of animation 
domination. Yes, on Sept. 28, “The Simpsons Guy” aims to 
do something that fans thought unpossible: Take two shows 
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with 37 combined seasons of 
comedy—the revered elder 
statesman/pioneer of modern 
prime-time animated humor 
and its edgier, so-cultishly- 
beloved-that-Fox-uncanceled-it, 
bratty-fratty descendant—and 
create a giant episode that is 
more “Holy crap!” than “D’oh!” 
The extravaganza is as self- 
deprecating as it is self-aware, 
winking at criticism that Family 
Guy ripped off The Simpsons, 
nodding at crossover cynicism, 
toying with both shows’ sig- 
nature gags (Stewie saying, “Eat 
my shorts”), and sneaking in 
cameos (Bob from Bob’s 
Burgers!). The plot? The road- 
tripping Griffins accidentally 
wind up in Springfield, where 
they are befriended by the Simp- 
sons.

THE MOST EAGERLY AWAITED 
crossover episode of the decade 
started two years ago on a needy 
whiteboard. The writers of Family Guy 
were trying to map out this coming 
season, staring down a bunch of empty 
lines, each representing an episode. 
Someone suggested a mash-up of The 
Simpsons and Family Guy—two Fox 
shows linked by a long-running, mostly 
friendly rivalry—and the room began to 
percolate with possibility. “We thought, 
‘We don't know exactly what the story 
is, but how can that not be an inspiring 
template to think that we're putting 
these two worlds together?’” says 
Family Guy executive producer 

Richard Appel. “Right then we put up 
on the board with a question mark: 
Family Guy-Simpsons?” 

After brainstorming ideas and 
getting creator Seth MacFarlane's 
blessing and input, Appel tossed 
another question mark across the 
Fox lot at Simpsons creator Matt 
Groening and executive producers 
James L. Brooks and Al Jean: May we 
take your characters on a joyride? 
The trio knew at least that this driver 
was responsible, as Appel had worked 
for four seasons as a writer-producer 
on The Simpsons. “From the start 
Al and Jim and Matt were on board 
with it being an episode of Family 
Guy...with the condition ‘Do us proud, 
please don’t kill Marge, and let us read 
the script,” says Appel. “But there 
was a welcomed level of trust on both 
sides that they weren't going to rip 


the script to shreds and we weren't 
going to rip Springfield to shreds.” 

When the Simpsons’ main voice 
actors—Dan Castellaneta, Julie 
Kavner, Yeardley Smith, Nancy 
Cartwright, and Hank Azaria (the 
Family Guy producers were told Harry 
Shearer was unavailable)—joined the 
Family Guy cast to read through the 
script for the episode (which was 
written by Family Guy coexecutive 
producer Pat Meighan), there was 
just one problem. “After the table 
read, | did say to Seth, ‘We're six 
minutes long,” says Appel. “And he 
said, ‘Um, | would not worry about the 
length. Fox will be happy making this 
an hour long.’” Supervising director 
Peter Shin, who had once worked as a 
Simpsons layout artist, spent time 
adjusting the Griffins to Springfield’s 
specs (“We had to dim our whites 
on the Griffins’ eyeballs so they 
didn’t jump out and [look] too 
bright compared to the Simpsons’,” 
notes Shin) and animating an 
eight-minute chicken fight between 
Peter and Homer. 

When the rubble settles, fans will 
have one question: Sequel? The 
Simpsons and Family Guy currently 
have no plans for one. “But by season 
43 of The Simpsons and season 27 
of Family Guy,” says Appel, chuckling, 
“someone who's looking at a blank 
board is going to say, ‘Well, the 
Griffins went to Springfield..what if 
the Simpsons went to Quahog?’ And 
more heads will explode at Fox.”

I was doing stand-up 
at the time and I loved it, and I 
thought, “It’s too bad there isn’t 
a way to do adult humor in car- 
toons.” And they just opened 
that door for everybody. That 
show came out and I remember 
thinking, “Oh my God, this is 
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what I want to do.” It’s like All 

in the Family. It’s that degree of 
altering the landscape. 

Groening And I had gotten into 
animation because of Family 
Guy. It’s the exact same story! 
[Laughs].... My first take was: 
Oh my God, we got competition. 
And they’re outflanking us. 
This show is wilder and harsher 
and nastier. We used to get in 
trouble. We used to be the 
cause of the downfall of the 
United States. 

MacFarlane I remember what 
used to make people mad when 
The Simpsons first came out was 
that Bart is talking disrespect- 
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fully to his parents. Remember 
the outrage? 

Groening We got in trouble for 
Bart wearing an “Underachiever 
and Proud of It, Man” T-shirt. 
That’s because cartoons up 
until The Simpsons had been 
aimed at children. One of the 
smartest things that we did was 
insist that it’s for adults, with the 
idea that there are a lot of smart 
kids out there who will get jokes 
that grown-ups get. Anyway, so 
for a little while, we were like: 
We gotta chase your tail! Then 
you got canceled. Phew! 
MacFarlane [Laughs] So every- 
thing worked out. 


Groening You guys have com- 
pletely your own style. At the 
very beginning you were 
accused of copying us, and we 
were accused of copying you. 
So I stopped watching your 
show just because I didn’t want 
it to be in my head. 

MacFarlane I’m the first person 
to say, stylistically, absolutely, we 
took 100 cues from The Simpsons. 
Look at when Allin the Family 
came out. Suddenly it created a 
whole new style of doing things. 
The timing style of Family Guy 
was directly influenced by The 
Simpsons because it worked. 
They cracked that nut. 
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EW Matt, are your kids Team 
Simpson or Team Griffin? 
Groening When my son Abe was 
14, he came home from school 
and said, “You know, everybody 
at school loves Family Guy. And 
they say Simpsons is over.” He 
was taunting me. I said, “We 
were here before Family Guy!” 

I got really defensive, and he’s 
like, “Yeah, well, Family Guy is 
what everybody likes.” I said, 
“Yeah, tell Family Guy to buy you 
an Xbox.” He said, “I wish Seth 
MacFarlane was my dad!” That 
was a joke, and I thought, “That 
was good for a 14-year-old.” 
MacFarlane At the time I was 
probably, what, maybe 28? That 
would’ve just been weird. 

EW Your shows have taken jabs 
at each other over the years. Peter 
was wanted for plagiarism ina 
Simpsons episode. And Family 
Guy had a DVD joke in which 
Stewie sings about “the guy who 
watched The Simpsons back in 
1994 and won’t admit the damn 
thing isn’t funny anymore.” But it 
seems like the rivalry has grown 
friendlier. Last season Dan 
Castellaneta and Hank Azaria did 
cameos on Family Guy, and Seth, 
you guest-starred on The Simp- 
sons. How competitive did it get 
between the staffs? Has this all 
been blown out of proportion?

MacFarlane I think that was you 
guys [in the media]. You guys 
loved that s---. I don’t ever 
remember being anything but a 
fan of The Simpsons. I continue 
to have such regard for that 
Simpsons writing staff. 

Groening I never felt any [ani- 
mosity]. I have more in common 
with Seth than I do with every- 
body I work with. [Laughs] 

We both created a show, you 
know? I like cartoons. I want 
there to be more cartoons. Both 
shows make fun of stuff, so we 
have to make fun of the guy next 
door. If you can make the per- 
son who disagrees with the joke 
laugh, then it’s good. If it’s just 
preaching to the choir, then I 
don’t like it as much. That’s my 
measure for doing political 
jokes on the show: Can we make 
a Republican laugh? 

MacFarlane We abide by the same 
rules. We would never want to 
upset Sarah Palin. 

EW Let's talk about the cross- 
over. People are joking that hell 
is freezing over. 

Groening That’s the title, isn’t it? 
EW Was that one of the many 
reasons to do it? Did you just 
want to make fanboys’ dreams 
come true? 

MacFarlane I think it’s a more 
practical thing. It’s: Who was 
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Maggie and Chris 
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and Lisa share 
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going to be the person to initiate 
it? Because both shows are busy 
and it’s a big undertaking. 

Rich Appel, who wrote for The 
Simpsons, ran King of the Hill, 
and is now corunning Family 
Guy—he was the one guy who 
had lived in both worlds and 
really spearheaded this. 
Groening Let’s be honest, we 
both wanted to do King of the 
Hill crossovers. 

MacFarlane You need somebody 
who can be in that room and say 
with experience, “No, no, I 
wrote for this show—that’s not 
something Homer would say.” 
EW So what is the key to a good 
crossover episode? 

MacFarlane It’s really about the 
character interaction. People 
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want to see Peter interact with 
Homer. They want to see Bart 
interact with Stewie. In a way, 
the story in a crossover episode, 
while it has to be there, is 

never quite as important as 
how the characters interact 
with each other. 

Groening In this case, it’s two 
really vivid shows and seeing 
what they can do together. 

You want to see them having a 
good time and you want to 

see Peter Griffin and Homer 
Simpson duke it out. 

EW What was it like for you to 
see these characters interact, 
especially when they start say- 
ing each other’s punchlines and 
borrowing each other’s bits? 
MacFarlane The extreme to me 
of that is Stewie calling up Moe, 
which I’m sure the Huffington 
Post and even your magazine 
will attack us for. But in context, 
it’s pretty funny. [After watching 
Bart make a prank call to Moe, 
Stewie asks Bart if he can try 

it, calling back and saying, 

“Hello, Moe? Your sister’s being 
raped!” before hanging up and 


asking a speechless Bart, “Ts 
that...is that one?” 

EW What did you think of that 
joke, Matt? 

Groening First of all, we’ve run 
out of prank phone calls, so the 
fact that you can visit that well, 
that’s something we haven't done 
in a long time. That’s pretty good. 
EW Seth, was there one thing 
where you Said to the writers, 

“| want to see this happen in 

the episode”? 

MacFarlane The only thing that 

I remember saying is “You gotta 
have Stewie go after Nelson.” 
Because Stewie idolizes Bart in 
the episode. It’s a way for Nelson 
to get his comeuppance undeni- 
ably. [There’s] this kind of Taken 
scene where he’s got him bound 
and gagged and he’s going to ex- 
act vengeance for Bart. My thing 
was: Get each character inter- 
acting with their counterpart. 
EW The episode pokes fun at the 
idea that Family Guy is derivative 
of The Simpsons and The Simp- 


sons is old and not funny anymore. 


Groening Wait a second, they 
say we’re not funny anymore? 


Whose leg do you 
have to hump to 
get adry martini 
around here? 


I’m sorry—this crossover is 
canceled! 

EW Do those opinions and 
message-board comments from 
fans that both shows aren’t what 
they used to be get under your 
skin at all? 

Groening I think we can both say 
without fear of contradiction 
that we live by comments and 
our mood is completely dictated 
by strangers. 

MacFarlane I don’t know any 
show that I’ve ever seen that 
had its best years after season 7. 
If you're being honest with 
yourself, a show that is in 
season 12 or season 20, you start 
to confront that. You can either 
just kind of coast or you can 
continue to try to surprise your 
audience. Regardless of how 
they’re perceived, I do feel like 
both shows are continuously 
trying to surprise their audi- 
ences. That was why we killed 
Brian for three episodes. 
Groening And could you believe 
that people fell for it? 
MacFarlane There was a lot 

of anger. A lot of anger. The

comments that I read were “You 
caved to fans—that’s why you 
brought him back.” I realized, 
You don’t know how the shows are 
produced, do you? It takes a year 
to do each one. 

Groening I like the idea that 
there are fans out there who are 
like, “I will never watch another 
episode of The Simpsons.” And 
now they have to. [Laughs] Just 
so they can rail against it. 

EW Matt, if you could steal one 
character from Family Guy and 
import him/her to the Simpsons 
universe, who would you take? 
Seth, Ill ask you the same thing. 
Groening Well, I’m really jealous 
of the chicken—the whole 
chicken-fight thing. But I guess 
Stewie. Just comedy gold. 
MacFarlane Oh gosh, I would 
probably take Mr. Burns. That’s 
a character that just always 
amused me. 

EW You can see him in Stewie.

MacFarlane Stewie comes from 
Rex Harrison first and fore- 
most, but I would be lying 

[if I said] there wasn’t a shred 
of Mr. Burns’ influence. He 
was just always a character 
that got a nice big laugh out of 
me when he emerged and 
throughout his run. If I 
couldn’t have Mr. Burns, I’d 
take Leonard Nimoy. 

EW Seth, you're off directing 
movies like Ted 2. Which will 
come to theaters sooner, 

a second Simpsons movie or a 
first Family Guy movie? 


MacFarlane [To Groening] Are 
you guys doing a second one? 
Groening Maybe someday. We 
haven’t recovered from the first 
one yet. 

MacFarlane You haven’t recov- 
ered from being injured by the 
piles of money that hit you in 
the head? 

Groening The problem was 
there’s no bench team waiting 
to run in and do the work. It 
was the same people doing the 
show as doing the movie.... Are 
you doing a Family Guy movie? 
MacFarlane Eventually I gotta 
figure we will. I have an idea of 
what it would be, but I just 
never had the time. I spent so 
many years working on the 
show seven days a week that 
the urge to try other things 
was so strong. It’s not on my 
immediate list of things to do, 
but I would be shocked if it 
never happened. 


THAT OTHER BIG SIMPSONS ANIMATED EVENT 


FUTURAMA’S PLANET EXPRESS CREW WILL TIME-TRAVEL ITS WAY TO SPRINGFIELD THIS FALL. —DAN SNIERSON 


GOOD—NO, GREAT— 
news, everyone! Spring- 
field will be the site of 
another crossover episode 
on Fox when the Simpsons 
encounter a familiar pack 
of now-homeless space 
adventurers. Futurama, 
the 31st-century animated 
comedy that was canceled 
(again) last year, will 
return to life—or at least 
Fry, Leela & Co. will—in a 
special episode of The 
Simpsons airing Nov. 9. 
“That was a really tough 
one to negotiate, because | 
had to talk to myself” says 
Matt Groening, creator of, 
well, both shows. 
“Simpsorama’ is tag- 
lined in the opening credits 
as “a show out of ideas 
teams up with a show out 


of episodes,” and the sec- 
ond half of that joke is one 
reason for this installment. 
“They were going off the 
air, so | thought people 
would really love it if we 
had one more chance to 
see those characters,” says 
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Simpsons exec producer 
Al Jean, adding, “We're 
always looking for things 
that are compatible with 
us, and | thought, ‘Well, 
what's more compatible?” 
We do a joke, actually, 
about how similar Bender 


and Homer look. Like, they 
just erased Homer's hair.” 
The crossover—which 
features Futurama voice- 
cast members Billy West, 
John DiMaggio, Katey 
Sagal, Lauren Tom, Phil 
LaMarr, Tress MacNeille, 


and Maurice LaMarche— 
will unspool a complex, 
Terminator-esque story 
that involves Bart blowing 
his nose on a sandwich 
that he places in a time 
capsule. When that mixes 
with Milhouse’s rabbit's 
foot and some radioactive 
ooze, it creates a global 
catastrophe in the future, 
prompting Bender to travel 
back in time to kill Bart and 
prevent this mega-mess. 
And as you'd imagine, 
“Simpsorama’” teems with 
Futurama inside jokes and 
a Simpsonized tweak of its 
title sequence. Adds Jean: 
“There's a thing in Futur- 
ama code where if you 
solve it, it says, ‘Congratu- 
lations! You're a nerd.” 
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EW How fleshed out is your 
idea? 

MacFarlane Fairly fleshed out. 
EW Can you give us one cryptic 
clue? 

MacFarlane Something you 
couldn’t do on TV. 

Groening That’s what you gotta 
do. Otherwise, why should 
they go? That’s why we 
showed Bart’s penis in The 
Simpsons Movie. 

EW There are a lot of great 
animated shows on TV now. 
Which ones impress you most? 
Groening I like Bob’s Burgers, 
because it’s just got a different 
pace to it and a different 

tone. And it does something 
where the characters actually 
have some of the rhythms of 
real speech. Your characters 
stammer sometimes. We hardly 
ever do that on The Simpsons... 
My other favorite show, Adven- 
ture Time, has a very oddball 
look to it, as do Regular Show 
and Rick and Morty. 

MacFarlane I would give the 
same answer, because [Bob’s 
Burgers] is the first animated 
show to come along in prime 
time in ages that gets what the 
flavor of a prime-time animated 


show is. I’ve seen a lot of shows 
come and go that just look 
really slick. It’s a problem. The 
Simpsons had this wonderful, 
underground look to it when it 
first came out. That stylistic 
choice was so revolutionary. 
Family Guy took a cue from that, 
and King of the Hill must have 
taken a cue from that. Look 

at South Park—these are all 
shows where their movement 
and the animation are very 
sophisticated, but the design 
style has this underground 
kind of feel to it. 

EW What do you say to fans 
who’ve been waiting for this 
thing that they thought they’d 
maybe never see? 

MacFarlane My fear is that 
nothing we do will be able to live 
up to the expectation that’s in 
everyone’s heads, but I hope 
we've at least come close. The 
directors, the board artists, the 
writers, producers—everyone 
has just busted their asses, so 
what you’re seeing is the result 
of a lot of time, a lot of sweat, 
and a lot of love. We hope that 
people will really enjoy it, 
because it is a gift to the fans. 
Groening It’s a reward for paying 
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attention if you followed both 
shows. 

MacFarlane You try to put your- 
self back in the mindset that 
you were in when you started. If 
my college self knew that this 
was happening, I would probably 
never stop s---ting myself. 
Groening That’s so sweet. 
MacFarlane | do have to try and 
capture that emotion in my 
mind. It’s a pretty astonishing, 
special thing, to have characters 
that I created sharing our pro- 
gramming with The Simpsons. I 
can become a meth addict now, 
because things won’t get any 
better than this. 

Groening Just make sure when 
you write this, you write, “He 
said humbly,” not “He gloated, ‘T 
can afford meth now!” I always 
thought in Hollywood the defini- 
tion of sanity is if you can afford 
to pay for your craziness. If you 
can’t afford it, then you’re nuts. 
But if you can afford it, then 
you're someone to be envied. 
MacFarlane That’s the only thing 
separating us from Gary Busey. 
Groening He’s done The Simp- 
sons. Has he done Family Guy? 
MacFarlane Possibly late at night 
when no one was there. 
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STAR OF 
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NICK CAVE CAN’T GET COMFORTABLE. 


The oblong couches in the private back room of a midtown Manhattan 
hotel lobby are not to his liking. He keeps rearranging cushions like an 
indecisive interior decorator, finally settling his long frame at a mildly 
awkward-looking angle and cradling a peach-colored throw pillow. 

His struggle with furniture feng shui makes for a pretty good meta- 
phor. Ease, after all, is not a default mode for one of rock’s most 
notoriously cantankerous characters—a punk icon largely unmellowed 
by age (he turns 57 on Sept. 22) and success (his 2013 release with the Bad 
Seeds, Push the Sky Away, was one of the most critically and commer- 
cially acclaimed of his career). At an event the previous night that found 
him presenting his new quasi-documentary, 20,000 Days on Earth, 
and performing a few songs to a rapt New York audience, Cave was 
polite and generous but palpably itching to stop answering the crowd's 
questions and retreat behind the familiar wall of his songs. 

Which is what makes 20,000 Days (out Sept. 17) such a fascinating 
and unlikely project. The film is ostensibly a day-in-the-life portrait 
of Cave: It shows him going to therapy, lunching with fellow Bad Seed 
and spiritual life partner Warren Ellis, working on an archive proj- 
ect, and watching Scarface with his 14-year-old twin sons. All the 
voice-over thoughts are Cave’s, everyone plays themselves, and many 
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of the conversations are unscripted. But the 
scenes are staged, giving the movie a sense of 
hyperreality that blurs the line between genuine 
and fake—not unlike the schism that exists 
between Cave’s actual personality and the one he 
has carefully constructed over the course of three 
decades of writing and performing. 

“He’s turned down the idea of a documentary 
hundreds of times,” says Jane Pollard, who 
codirected 20,000 Days alongside her longtime 
collaborator Iain Forsyth. Initially, they were 
invited only to film the band during the Push the 
Sky Away recording sessions, but, she says, “the 
footage that we got was just remarkable, and we 
thought it would be the saddest thing if this lived 
like a lot of music films these days—which is a 
10-minute thing on YouTube. We needed to take it 
into another form.” 

Pollard and Forsyth approached Cave with the 
idea of fleshing out the in-studio footage. “They said, 
‘Let’s do a Nick Cave documentary, and I said, ‘I 
have no interest in doing that, ” Cave recalls. “Music 
documentaries often do more damage than good, I 
think. Because they attempt to make the subject 
human, and that’s not really what we want to see.” 

Indeed, Cave—who told the audience at the New 
York screening, “Growing up, all I ever wanted to be 
was Elvis Presley. There was some element [of him] 
that was beautiful and brutal’—has always played 


the role of a godlike rock star excellently on stage, his 
elegant suits and preacher-man presence belying the 
violence and doom that reign supreme in his lyrics. 

But the Cave 20,000 Days reveals is a sensitive, 
quiet, thoughtful soul. There’s a dialogue between 
him and a psychoanalyst named Darian Leader that 
runs throughout the film; their conversation isn’t 
scripted, though the entire session—10 hours 
spread over two days—took place on a set. From 
that artificial environment come some of the movie's 
greatest revelations. “Darian uncovered things 
about Nick and his work that I think Nick himself 
had not really thought about before,” says Forsyth. 
“He was able to draw these lines between all sorts of 
moments in his life and his career.” 

It’s a career that has grown significantly more 
diversified in recent years. After decades of 
dabbling in novelistic writing and soundtracking 
for films, Cave gained notice for penning two 
screenplays for Australian director John Hillcoat 
(2006's outback Western The Proposition and 2012’s 
Prohibition drama Lawless, starring Tom Hardy 
and Jessica Chastain). “I have a love of cinema, but 
I really had no interest in getting into the film 
world,” Cave says. “But John had been trying to get 
an Australian Western together, so I found myself 
in that world for a while.” 

To this day, his primary working relationship 
remains the one he has with musician and composer

Ellis, who has collaborated with Cave on almost 
every project since joining the Bad Seeds in 1995. 

“Nick and Warren are like two teenage boys,” 
says Pollard. “There’s a youthful enthusiasm they 
bring out in one another.” During one of the movie’s 
more surreal sequences, Ellis makes Cave a lunch 
of boiled eels while regaling him with tales of work- 
ing with Nina Simone. “The hardest part of the 
entire film was pretending I hadn’t heard that 
story a thousand times before,” Cave jokes. “But as 
Warren said once, ‘You’ve made a career out of 
feigning interest.” 

Revelations of Cave’s relationship to women 
provide some of the film’s most personal 
moments—including a pivotal scene with pop star 
and onetime duet partner Kylie Minogue, and an 
inspired monologue about meeting his current 
wife, former model Susie Bick. “When I look back 
on it, my life seems to be divided up into particular 
women who kind of lord over particular periods of 
my life,” Cave says. “The songs themselves act as a 
way of keeping the memory of that woman that’s 
trapped in the aspic of your memory alive.” 

And despite his misgivings about the film—he 
only signed on once he was promised final cut—its 
once unwilling subject sounds surprisingly pleased 
with the outcome. “I quite enjoyed being put in a 
situation where I had to think about certain things 
like the creative process, which I’ve always pretty 
much taken for granted,” he admits. “It forced me 
to take a stand on particular things, and I have a 
take on it that’s been helpful to myself and others. 
I’m not going to write a self-help book, though.” 

He pauses, looks in the distance, and offers a 
wide grin. “Actually, it’s not a bad idea.” 

That tiny gesture distills Cave: a man both hard- 
boiled and disarmingly irreverent. “I don’t really 
care about the truth,” he says. “I’m more interested 
in obfuscation and lies and darkness.” 

So who, then, is the real Nick Cave? Is he the guy 
who obsessively watches television and keeps a 
journal about the weather? The flinty-eyed sheriff 
maintaining order in the outlaw universe he’s 
created? The Elvis-channeling beast who stalks 
stages with the Bad Seeds night after night? “At the 
end of the 20th century, I ceased to be a human 
being,” he announces at the top of 20,000 Days. What- 
ever Cave is becoming, he’s content with the 
transformation. “I think you get a bit older and your 
world shrinks in some way,” he says. “You have differ- 
ent needs. If I’m left alone to work and spend a bit of 
time with the people I love, I feel pretty complete.” 
He is, at least and at long last, comfortable.

She is not so 
much a recluse, like J.D. Salinger, 
as she is private. Somehow her ano- 
nymity doesn’t smack of pretension 
or gimmick, but an honest lack of 
interest in developing any cult of 
personality. In an era of reality TV 
and noxious cycles of dubious fame, 
Ferrante believes the work should 
stand on its own. She will only submit 
to interviews over email, going so 
far as to turn down a meaty profile 
opportunity in The New Yorker 
when the magazine insisted on an in- 
person interview. “Without reserve,” 
Ferrante wrote me in an email 
exchange, “I can say that my entire 
identity is in the books I write.” 


The Neapolitan books reek of lived 
moments, and when asked about the 
series’ inspiration Ferrante said she 
intentionally named one of her main 
characters after her pseudonym. “I 
gave my name to the narrator to make 
my job easier,” she wrote. “Anyone 
who writes knows that the most 
complicated thing is the rendering of 
events and characters in such a way 
that they are not realistic but real. 
In order for this to happen it is 
necessary to believe in the story one is 
working on.... I had a friend whom I 
cared for very much, and I began from 
that experience. But real events don’t 
count much when one writes; at most 
they are like getting shoved while out 
on the street.” 

Elena Ferrante is in fact a she, 
despite persistent rumors in the 
Italian press that the author is 
male, including juicy speculation that 
she’s really Italian novelist and 
screenwriter Domenico Starnone. 
The suggestion that Ferrante could be 
a man seems ludicrous. From 2005’s 
The Days of Abandonment, an artful 
rage of a novel about a middle-aged 
woman reeling from the sudden news 
that her husband is leaving her and 
their children, to her Neapolitan 
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books, Ferrante brings an unforgiving 
clarity to the female experience. It’s 
not that male writers haven’t created 
dynamic women since time began, but 
rarely is such exquisite attention paid 
to a woman’s relationship with other 
women, or their children, who both 
connect them to and distract them 
from the world. “To me it’s so appar- 
ent that it can’t possibly be a man,” 
says Ferrante’s American publisher, 
Kent Carroll, who has never met or 
spoken with the author. “But I was at 
a dinner not long ago with two very 
well-known authors who had this big 
bet on whether it’s a man or a woman. 


I was so taken aback that these really 
smart people who had obviously read 
and liked Elena’s books would even 
ask that question. Like, please!” 
Neither Carroll—whose small 
press, Europa Editions, is the sister 
company to Ferrante’s Italian pub- 
lisher, Edizioni E/O—nor Goldstein 
has much contact with the author. 
Goldstein says she has emailed 
directly with her just once in their 
many years of collaboration. Only her 
Italian husband-and-wife publishers 
know her true identity. “If I were to 
close my eyes I would suspect she’s an 
older woman, maybe 60,” says Carroll.

“T picture an attractive woman who 
dresses well, but demure.

Y ALL ACCOUNTS, working as a cast 
member on Saturday Night Live is like 
sharing a cramped bedroom with a dozen 
brothers and sisters who are all competing 
for the attention of daddy, Lorne Michaels.

Wiig and Bill Hader’s effortless chemistry in 
The Skeleton Twins. 

Wiig and Hader play a troubled sister and 
brother grappling with the long-festering 
emotional fallout of their messed-up family. 
Their mother (Joanna Gleason) is a dizzy 
New Age healer with her head in the sand 
when it comes to her kids’ problems. And 
their father committed suicide when they 
were children—an exit that’s all too under- 
standable for Wiig and Hader’s now-grown- 
up-and-miserable Maggie and Milo. In fact, 
in the opening moments of the film, Maggie 
is prevented from swallowing a fistful of pills 
by a call informing her that Milo has just 
tried to kill himself by slicing his wrists in 
the bathtub. Did I mention that The Skeleton 
Twins is a comedy? 

Well, it is and it isn’t. Maybe I should also 
mention that Milo’s suicide note reads, “To 
whom it may concern, see ya later” with a 
smiley face underneath. Or that the ringtone 
on Maggie’s phone when she gets the call 
from the hospital is the Growing Pains 
theme. Like Laura Linney and Mark Ruffalo 
in 2000’s You Can Count on Me, Wiig and 
Hader play estranged siblings who haven't 
spoken for a decade but who reunite and 
slowly realize that as much as they can’t 
stand one another, they’re also the only ones 
who truly get each other. They’re two broken 
souls secretly hoping the other might have 
the spiritual Krazy Glue they need. 

Milo, a gay, depressed wannabe actor in 
Los Angeles, returns home to New York’s 
Rockland County and moves in with Maggie 
and her sunny, frat-boyish husband, Lance 
(an excellent Luke Wilson). Both Maggie 
and Milo are masters at keeping secrets and 
sabotaging whatever happiness they manage 
to inadvertently bring into their lives. But for 
a while at least, they fall back into being the 
same kids who shared confidences, played 
hers-and-hers dress-up, and finished each 
other’s sarcastic, smart-ass jokes. In the 
film’s funniest scene, Wiig and Hader do a lip- 
synch duet to Starship’s schmaltzy anthem 
“Nothing’s Gonna Stop Us Now.” As wince- 
inducing as that reads in print, it’s impossible 
not to smile watching it on screen. 

Of course, we know that whatever caused 
Maggie and Milo to stop talking is bound to 
resurface. And it does, right on cue. The 
main problem with the film is that too many 
of the beats created by director/co-writer

Craig Johnson (True Adolescents) feel as pro- 
grammed as the outline of a screenwriting 
manual (especially the maddeningly improb- 
able ending). Still, the two costars elevate the 
film beyond formula. Their onscreen rapport 
is infectious and believable. Wiig has done 
this kind of heavy lifting with a light touch 
before in both Bridesmaids and Friends With 
Kids. Hader, though, is the film’s real surprise. 
It would have been easy for him to turn Milo 
into a gay cartoon like his after-hours alter 
ego Stefon.

On June 12, 1970, a fiery, flamboyant pitcher 
for the Pittsburgh Pirates named Dock Ellis 
hurled a no-hitter. The no-hitter is a once-in- 
a-blue-moon event in baseball—an unlikely 


amazing? He was zonked on LSD at the time. 
In No No: A Dockumentary, Ellis and his 
former teammates unspool the stranger- 
than-fiction story of that night in San Diego:

years later, he still didn’t seem entirely con- 
vinced that it happened. 

Ellis was a born raconteur who seemed to 
both regret and revel in his colorful past as a 
high-functioning addict and soul-power hepcat. 
But for better—and worse—WNo No strives for 
more than immortalizing his drug-fueled day of 
infamy. First-time director Jeffrey Radice uses 
the LSD anecdote as the hook for an awkward 
attempt to rehabilitate Ellis’ image, elevating 
him from space cadet to civil rights martyr—a 
junkie Jackie Robinson—as Ellis advocates for 
black ballplayers, free agency, and a more com- 
passionate support system of drug counseling. 

Some of these arguments are convincing, 
others less so—especially after Ellis’ ex-wives 
recount the abuse they suffered when their 
husband was loaded. The fact is, Dock Ellis 
was...complicated. Probably a lot more so 
than No No makes him out to be. In the end, 
maybe the most black-and-white thing in his 
life was the string of zeros he put up on the 
scoreboard, high as a Georgia pine, 44 years 
ago.

Kelly & Cal

The biggest takeaway from Kelly & Cal, a wonderfully honest and tender 
film about the bitter pill of adulthood, is Hollywood's criminal underuse 
of Juliette Lewis. The actress, shoehorned by her feral younger perfor- 
mances or her great unhinged sister act in last year’s August: Osage 
County, is capable of marvelously grounded and subtle work. Here she 
plays Kelly, a weary new mother dropped into manicured suburbia. She 
befriends a teenage neighbor, Cal, played by the equally impressive 
Jonny Weston (Chasing Mavericks), who is angrily confined to a wheel- 
chair because of a recent spinal injury. They become each other's lifelines 
in a world they believe has betrayed their forgotten, better selves. 

In her feature debut, director Jen McGowan displays the unhurried, 
naturalistic instincts of Nicole Holofcener or Alexander Payne. Her por- 
trait of suburbia is sterile without being sneering, and she finds bursts of 
humor and pathos in quiet moments. Amy Lowe Starbin’s unsentimental 
script grants depth to her supporting characters, too. Kelly’s husband 
(Cougar Town’s Josh Hopkins) is a tired man with an idling sex drive who 
traded his artistic dreams for the upwardly mobile world of advertising, 
while her hovering mother-in-law (welcome surprise Cybill Shepherd) 
senses unrest but can offer only a lasagna casserole as comfort. 

But it’s Lewis who makes a movie that easily could have been mawkish 
sing. “I wasn’t always a suburban housewife,” she tells Cal in an early 
attempt to impress the already besotted boy. “I was once young and wild.” 
She pulls old combat boots out of her closet and plays cassettes from her 
riot-grrrl band days (original songs written and performed by the musician- 
actress). Even as their friendship careers toward its inevitable crash, 
climaxing in a vital and wistful dance number, Kelly’s vulnerable good- 
ness and loyalty to her family linger on. Lewis is a star in her prime, and 
more smart directors should put her to work.

DIRECTOR STEVEN SODERBERGH 
had one hard-and-fast rule while 
making The Knick, the Clive Owen- 
starring period drama about doctors 
toiling at New York’s Knickerbocker 
Hospital in the early 20th century. 
“He didn’t want it to be nostalgic,” 
explains production designer Howard 
Cummings. “In the first 10 minutes, 
everybody's gut reaction is ‘Oh, thank 
God | didn’t live in 1900.” Achieving 
that level of horrific realism meant a 
whole lot of research for Cummings 
and his team—and calling on Stanley 
Burns, a doctor/historian whose 
collection of 10,000 turn-of-the- 
century texts and 80,000 medical 
photographs would prove an invalu- 
able resource. (“I have a 19-room 
house,” the doctor says with a 

laugh when asked where he stores 
all that stuff.) Here, Cummings 

and Burns walk us through their 
bloody good production. 


Making a modern Manhattan intersection look the way it would have in 1900 takes 
time (two and a half months of prep work, in fact), lots of canvas awnings (to cover 
up existing signage), and truckloads of dirt. Different kinds of dirt. “I got the idea that 
the Lower East Side and Chinatown have brown, mucky dirt,” Cummings explains. A 
little farther uptown, there’s “light gray, dusty-looking” dirt. And finally, on the tony 
Upper East Side, you'll find no dirt at all—only cobblestones. 


The Knick’s authentic-looking props 
are a mixture of real historical tools 
and meticulously crafted replicas. The 
coolest found object: an antique X-ray 
machine (above), complete with work- 
ing electrical wiring. (“We weren’t 
making real X-ray plates, because that 
would be a little dangerous,” Cummings 
assures.) The coolest creation: an 
animatronic baby that displays 
symptoms (including opisthotonos, 

in which the head is dramatically 
thrown back) of severe meningitis.

Under Burns’ watchful eye, the cast 
spent two weeks prior to filming 
learning how to properly hold the 
equipment, tie surgical knots one- 
handed (real doctors can do about 
one tie per second), and sew a vari- 
ety of sutures. Owen enjoyed the 
boot camp so much that he came 
back for two extra lessons. His 
castmates shared his enthusiasm:

to de-douchify his persona. But it’s much 
easier to win people over when they can 
see you; audio alone is a whole different 
medium. And on V, Levine’s song- 
crafting skills don’t live up to his ability 
to work a crowd. 

This is the first Maroon 5 album on 
which Levine is also the only member of 
the group credited as a songwriter. (On 
their 2002 debut, Songs About Jane, still 
easily the band’s best record, nearly 
every track was a tag-team effort between 
him and Carmichael.) Here, they’ve 
brought in a parade of Hot 100 produc- 
tion titans, including Ryan Tedder, Benny 
Blanco, and Shellback, to turn Levine’s 
melodic sketches and reedy tenor into 
full songs. Despite its pop pedigree, V’s 
hooks are alarmingly unsticky. 

The first two tracks, singles “Maps” 
and “Animals,” set the stage for what 
follows: shruggy backbeats and unob- 
trusive guitar-and-key combos, all in 
service to Levine’s elastic, singsongy 
upper register. The uptempo numbers 
can’t seem to locate the solidifying 
agents of past hits like “One More Night” 
and “Moves Like Jagger”; where those 
songs were ultrapolished juggernauts, 
these sound like remixes abandoned 
mid-twiddle. Things get mildly better 
when the band slows down for the Bruno 
Mars-ian soul jam “Sugar” and the 
middle-school-dance power ballad 
“Unkiss Me,” but even those feel simul- 
taneously empty and cluttered. 

The best moment on V is undoubtedly 
the album-closing “My Heart Is Open,” a 
piano-fueled duet with Gwen Stefani 
(who also happens to be Levine’s Voice 
costar in the upcoming seventh season). 
The song soars on the back of a lush, 
Sia-penned melody, recalling last 
year’s equally epic Pink/Nate Ruess 
matchup, “Just Give Me a Reason.” It’s a 
simple, passionate pop pleasure—the 
kind Maroon 5 used to make. €

IKEITS COVER, Jandy Nelson’s novel—her 
second, after The Sky Is Everywhere—is a 
blazing, prismatic explosion of color. In the 
beginning, male-female twins Noah and Jude 
are total opposites yet still enmeshed in each 
other’s lives. Noah is a gifted artist but debili- 
tatingly right-brained—he’s unsure whether 
he said “I wish I were a horse” out loud in front of the boy 
he likes or just thinks he said it. He sees the world with a 
surrealist’s eye: “Jude barfs bright blue fluorescent barf all 
over the table, but I’m the only one who notices.” Unsur- 
prisingly, Noah has a hard time making friends and gets 
bullied by the local “surftards.” In her own way, Jude is 
an artsy weirdo too, having inherited her dead grand- 
mother’s New Agey obsessions, but unlike Noah, she’s able 
to hide her freak flag behind her Blake Lively-esque good 
looks. The novel uses an ingenious structure to capture 
the twins’ devolution: Noah’s narration takes place when 
they’re 13 and adolescent competition and betrayals are 
starting to pull them apart, and Jude’s starts when they’re 
16, after a trauma has made them unrecognizable to them- 
selves and to each other. 

Nelson’s gifts in tackling huge subjects—death, grief, 
all-consuming love—with humor and gravitas will draw 
comparisons to the two reigning superstars of non- 
apocalyptic YA lit, John Green and Rainbow Rowell. 
But the intensity of her writing stands alone, in good and 
bad ways.

Ever since his 2001 magnum opus, Atonement, Ian 
McEwan has followed a reliable and effective template 
for his novels: A highly educated middle-aged 
professional goes about his well-to-do life until an out- 
of-nowhere incident stains his beige existence red. In 
this latest variation, the disaster that awaits Fiona 
Maye, a High Court judge, doesn’t exactly hurtle 
toward her—it creeps around her like a tendril. 

Fiona, 59, has won the esteem of her peers by presid- 
ing over tough family cases, such as whether to separate 
conjoined twins.

The Dresser 


As she strides down the marble hall- 
ways of Bergdorf Goodman—the New 
York City department store that brims 
with dazzling and extravagantly priced 
designer goods—salesclerks call out 
deferential greetings. The petite, 
elegant woman they salute is Betty 
Halbreich, one of the store’s longest- 
serving full-time employees. 
Though the 86-year-old 
holds court over the entire 
Fifth Avenue store, Halbreich’s 
official title is director of its 
hallowed Solutions depart- 
ment. There, in her cozy 
office overlooking Central 
Park, she acts as personal 
shopper and stylist to Holly- 
wood celebrities and other 
well-heeled clients, assem-

bling drop-dead outfits for black-tie 
embassy events, awards shows, and 
the like. She famously consulted on 
the wardrobe for Sex and the City, and 
will continue her TV work this fall on 
Fox’s Batman prequel, Gotham. 

But before Halbreich started dress- 
ing everyone from Meryl Streep to

Stockard Channing, she was an 
Upper East Side housewife juggling 
a family, a laundress, and a cook (not 
to mention a calendar crammed with 
social engagements), a story that 
unspools in I’ll Drink to That. After 
separating from her husband in her 
40s—an anecdote that she shares 
cheerily, as if chatting about the 
latest leather jackets from Rick 
Owens—the woman who never had 
to work found herself in need of a job. 
“The day I walked [into Bergdorf’s], I 
was so frightened,” she says. “There 
are things I’m not good at, but there 
are strengths, too. But I didn’t know 
that when I came here.” 

Nearly 40 years later, the clothes 
that hang on the sleek racks at Berg- 
dorf’s may have changed (“Some of 
these dresses are like what I used to 
see used as the lining of a coat,” she 
notes), but Halbreich still works five 
days a week, and her zingy, self- 
deprecating humor has not softened 
with time. “I’m only a clerk. That’s 
how I’m paid,” she quips. “I’ve never 
forgotten it.” 

That candor made her an over- 
night celebrity (at least in the fashion 
world) after the 2013 documentary 
Scatter My Ashes at Bergdorf’s, which 
in turn attracted fans such as Girls 
star Lena Dunham. The 28-year- 
old—whose taste in fashion has 
been branded questionable by some 
(Halbreich calls it “cuckoo”)—has 
optioned I'll Drink to That and is now 
working on an HBO series based on 
the stylist’s life. “We’re like old 
friends,” says Halbreich, who's excited 
about the show, which she thinks is 
going to be “wonderful fun.” What 
she and Dunham have in 
common, she explains, is a 
philosophy that women 
would do well to follow not 
only in fashion but in life. 
“Tt’s okay to make mistakes,” 
Halbreich says firmly. “If 
youre comfortable within 
your skin and your mental 
process—it’s okay. Don’t we 
all make mistakes every day?
